Charlotte, N. C., August. 6.—(Special.)— 
The shooting this morning of Jabez My- 
ers, & young society man of Charlotte, 
i by Fred Oliver, president of the Charlotte 
Oil and Fertilizer Company, and a weaithy 
resident of this city, created a great sen- 

sation. 

The encounter occurred on North Gra- 
ham street about 8:30 o'clock. Mr. Uliver 
was passing along in his buggy on his 
way to one of his oil mills, when young 
Myers rushed out of the house in which 
he was staying at the time and attacked 
the mill man. What conversation ensued 
between them is not yet clear. it is said 
that Myers accused Olivé@r or interfering in 
@ love affair between himself and a certain 
young lady.. Myers, while talking to Oli- 
ver, reached around to his pistol pocket, 
though it is said he was unarmed, where- 
upon the latter drew his pistol and shot 
the young man, first in the mouth and 
then in the right arm. He then drove off, 
Myers running along behind the buggy 
for some distance yelling and shrieking, 
half crazed with rage and pain. 

The ce=se of the shooting was some 
trouble between the principals which start- 
ed at Morehead City during the summer. 
Oliver, by advice of counsel, refuses te 
talk. From all that can be lJearned it 
seems that Myers gave a german at More- 
head in honor of a charming young lady. 
It was an elegant affair, perhaps the swell- 
est of tne season. At this time he was 
paying attention to the young lady and 
he charges that Oliver broke up the 
match by telling the young lady’s mother 
“that Myers could not afford to give an 
event such as she german was.’ it was 
under this belief that Myers harbored 
enmity against Oliver. Myers travels for 
a New York house. His wounds are very 
dangerous, but not necessarily fatal. Oli- 
ver waived examination at the preliminary 
trial this afternoon and gave bond in the 
sum of $5,000.

Colonel Oates, “‘The One-armed Hero of 
Henry,” as he ts wniverfsally known in 
Alabama, is the present member in the na- 
tional congress from tke third -Alabama 
district. For seven consecutive terms have 
they returned him there, and he could have 
had a lifetime seat in the nation’s legis- 
lative halls had not a* majority of the 
voters of the state made him its governor. 
Colonel Oates is a self-made man. 
started In the world as a poor farmer-boy 
down in southeast Alabama. He has never 
had as much as three months’. schooling at 
one time in his life, and yet he has been 
for years regarded as ‘one of the most 
scholarly members of congress. When 
about fourteen years old his father gave 
him permission to go into the world and 
commence to carve his own career. He 
went to Florida and for several years 
worked with his hands as a day laborer, 
and afterwards at the carpenter’s trade. 
In his spare moments he improved his 
naturally fertile mind and labored over his 
books while his fellow workingmen were 
sleeping. By this means, when the war 
broke out he had acquired an excellent 
education and was beginning to get up in 
the world. When hostilities were declared 
he promptly organized a company of his 
Southeast Alabama friends and, during 
the four years of aetive service he made 
a record as a soldier which is eclipsed by 
that of no other Alabamian. After the 
war Colonel Oates opened a law office at 
Abbeville, the coullnty seat of Henry coun- 
ty, the extreme southeastern county in 
Alabama. He soon established a good 
practice, and by energy and sound busi- 
ness methods made money. Fourteen years 
ago he was elected by the democrats of 
his district to represent them in congress, 
and the position he has occupied there is 
well ‘Known. ‘Eight or ten years ago 
Colonel Oates married Miss Taney, a very 
charming young woman of Eufaula, Ala. 
Mrs. Oates-is a conspicuous figure in all 
of the white house entertainments and a 
great toast in Washington society.

Rain Prevented the Convicts from Be 
ginning Work Yesterday. 


THEY WILL BEGIN TODAY, IF POSSIBLE 


Contractor Redmond’s Force Moves with 
a Vim, and ina Few Days the Grounds 
Will Be Transformed. 


The striped graders were not put to dig- 
ging on the exposition grounds yesterday. 
The rain caused a change of programm. 

If the weather is favorable the convicts, 
fifty strong, will be put to work this morn- 
ing. Everything was in readiness to start 
them in yesterday, but the weather was 
unfit for grading and it was thought best to 
defer the beginning. 

The work of grading the site for the main 
building has been pushed rapidly forward 
and an astonishing amount of work has 
been done. 

The plot of ground on which the work has 
been done is 500x800 feet. Nearly all of this 
has been lowered somewhat, some parts of 
it having been brought down to the grade 
already, although it required a cut of twen- 
ty feet. 

The central part of the plot has not as 
yet been cut much, but work on this knoll 
has been begun, and it will be leveled with 
the other parts in a short time. 

About twenty teams are engaged in the 
grading bésides a large force of men. 

As the result of many years’ experience 
and study Contractor Redmond is, for the 
first time, using steam power in conjunction 
with mul. flesh to do grading. 

Mr. Redmond has placed a fifteen-horse 
power engine on the ground and has attach- 
ed thereto a drum around which coils a 
steel cable. This cable is fastened to the 
scrapers by means of a hook, which is bolt- 
ed on to the end of the tongue of the 
scraper. 

At a given signal the engineer starts the 
engine and the scraper is loaded in about 
one second of time, whereas, if the mules 
alone were depended upon to do the whole 
of the work it would take five or ten min- 
utes to load each scraper. 

Mr. Redmond is highly pleased with the 
result of his experiment with a steam en- 
gine for grading purposes and will be thus 
enabled to complete his contract much 
sooner than he would otherwise. 

The dirt, as it is removed from the hill- 
side, is placed on the roadway from the old 
main building of the Piedmont exposition to 
the new building. 

The roadway is being rapidly built, about 
two hundred feet of it having been already 
nearly completed. The puddle ditch for the 
lake has also been finished. 

A large force of county convicts will be 
put to work on the grounds this morning. 
They were to have started yesterday, but 
‘the rain prevented.

Railroad Rates Make It Impossible for 
That City to Compete for Southern 
Trade—Otber Railroad News:

The volunteer firemen of hKont:somery 
form one of the oldest and finest fire or- 
ganizations in the south. They are umong 
the best business and professional men of 
the city of Montgomery. 

The trip of the party is mapped out as 
follows: 

Leave Montgomery 6:20 o’clock c. m., 
August 7th, spend the 8th in Washington, 
spend the 9th, 10th, lith and 12th in Phila- 
delphia; spend the 13th in Reading, Pa.;

Judge Lurton’s action is not tinal, how- 
ever, and there is a chance for the Chicazo 
merchants to get in their work yet. The 
case will come up in a short while for a 
hearing on its merits, and a strong and 
earnest fight will be made to have the in- 
junction made again effective.

The*County’s Contribution. 

Ta no other .way than by the employ- 
ment of convicts on the grading of the 
exposition grounds could Fulton county 
have so largely aided the movement. 

It is the desire of the management of

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The Next House, 

The immense majority held by the 
democrats in the present house of rep- 
resentatives leads many who are pre- 
pared to throw democratic districts 
away, to feel that a smaller majority 
might be more effective. 

Have these people ever thought of 
the fact that the most important duty 
of the next house may not be legisla- 
tion at all, but executive? And that a 
change of only ten members of the 
house, as now constituted, would make 
it a republican body, in the casting of a 
presidential vote? 

In tbe present house of representa- 
tives there are sixteen states, whose 
votes in constiutional emergeney, would 
be cast for the republican candidate in 
case of a failure of the electoral college 
to name a_ president. These states 
would only need to be reinforced by 
seven more, and thus, with still a larger 
democratic majority in the house, it 
would be republican so far as the white 
house is concerned. Now look at the 
states from which these ten votes may 
be obtained. A republican gain of one 
in California, Wyoming and Delaware, 
two in Ohié and Wisconsin, and the re- 
gaining of Colorado and Nevada, would 
so change the aspect of the house that 
all the democrats might as _szvell retire. 
If Delaware, the only doud <ul state in 
the above list, should go democratic, 
the republicans could make up the dif- 
ference in Rhode Island or New Jersey, 
divided as the latter state is now over 
local issues. 

I’rom this statement it will be seen 
how important the next house will be. 
If the third party people gain votes 
enough to nullify a popular election, 
for which purpose they will be secretly 
backed up by the republicans, the elec- 
tion will be thrown into the house, and 
a change of only ten members from the 
present delegations will accomplish that 
purpose. 

This being the state of affairs, that 
policy by which voters will be driven 
out of the ranks of the democratic party 
is neither wise from a party standpoint 
nor patriotic. It is the most effective 
work that can be performed for repub- 
licanism. Democracy needs all the 
help it can get, and it must continue 
to be, as its name indicates, the party 
of the people—the common people—and 
not the organ of hair-splitting doctrin- 
aires.

| The Gold Reserve. 


A correspondent wants to know if 
there isn’t some method by which the 
government can stop the outflow of 
gold from the treasury. In reply, we 
would say that there is the simplest 
method in the world—the method of 
common sense, the method that is em- 
ployed by the Bank of France, the 
method that was employed by our own 
treasury until “Calico Charley” Foster 
agreed to give the New York agents of 
foreign bankers an opportunity to get 
their hands on the gold reserve. 

He did this by means ofa treasury 
policy, unheard of until he adopted it, 
by which silver notes were made re- 
deemable in gold at the option of the 
note holder. Foster did this under the 
instructions of some of the New York 
bank presidents, and it has been kept 
up by Mr. Carlisle—not because Mr. 
Carlisle doesn’t know better but be- 
cause Mr. Carlisle is acting under in- 
structions that he cannot ignore with- 
out resigning his place. 

The excuse for this policy, ,which 
flies in the face of reason, common 
sense and all banking experience, is 
that it is necessary in order to keep up 
the “parity” between silver and gold. 
As a matter of fact this parity has nevef 
been threatened. The coined silver and 
its paper representatives have circu- 
lated among the people on an entire 
equality with gold. Parity was not 
threatened when Charles Foster adopted 
his remarkable policy. If it had been 
—if there had been the slightest doubt 
in the minds of the people with respect 
to the efficiency of silver coin and sil- 
ver notes as debt-paying money, the 
policy he adopted would have destroyed 
the parity between the metals at-once.

If the reserve is of such importance 
as to justify taxing the people to Keep 
it intact, it is eertainly important enough 
to justify those who have charge of it 
in taking extra precautions to. main- 
tain it. But that is precisely what is 
not done under the policy now in vogue. 
The people have to pay interest on $50,- 
000,000 of gold borrowed last February, 
as we now see, purely for the accom- 
modation of Enropean bankers, If, when 
Herr Ickelheimer or Monsieur Lazard 
siuntered up to the subtrensury coun- 
ters and enlled for gold they were told 
that they could get it only by paying a 
ecminissien, something like 4 or 5 per 
cent above the par of exchange, these 
lively agents of foreign bankers would 
waik off with fleas in their ears. | 

The people may console themselves, 
however. The treasury policy which 
has been the means of sending out more 
than $72.000.000 of gold since the first 
of January, will work its own epre. The 
day will come, if it has not already 
been reached. when no American bank 
will put up its gold to be shipped 
abroad. The policy leads straight to a 
silver basis. The treasury will be un- 
able to pay out gold when dit has none 
on hand. Then gold will go to a pre- 
mium and disappear, and, for a time, 
the people will have a period of rest 
and recuperation. When gold goes to a 
premium silver and its paper represen- 
tatives will still retain their debt-paying 
power, but their purchasing power will 
be somewhat lessened. Prices will rise, 
values will expand, those who are 
hoarding money will turn it loose, the 
wheels of industry will begin to turn, 
and prosperous times will return again. 
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Northeast Georgia. 

The series of letters concerning north- 
east Georgia, which have been appear- 
ing in The Constitution, have been read 
with much interest. 

The purpose of The Constitution was 
to show what an empire of territory 
lies between the Marietta and North 
Georgia and the Richmond and Dan- 
ville railroads. Within this area there 
are mining and agricultural possibili- 
ties practically unlimited, What is 
needed to develop them is more rail- 
roads and good country roads. _ First- 
class roads crossing that entire section, 
leading out to Dalton, Cartersville, Ma- 
rietta, Atlanta, Canton and Gainesville, 
and touching the various county sites by 
the way, would be o€: of the best in- 
vestments the state could make. 

The people of northeast Georgia are 
shrewd, intelligent and active. If given 
but half a chance they would convert 
that entire section into a garden. With 
good country roads, so that’ farmers 
could reach a market, the reign of the 
moonshiner would be gone. The peo- 
ple are not naturally disposed to vio- 
late the revenue laws, but the utter 
impossibility of marketing their crops 
forees them to do something. They 
have debts to pay and taxes to meet, 
for which money is needed, and the 
money they must have, though the re- 
sort is dangerous, 

It is unfortunate that the era of.state 
aid to railroads should have _ been 
brought to a close before this fertile 
and productive section could have 
reaped equal benefits with other sec- 
tions. Almost by an accident the Ma- 
rietta and North Georgia was slipped in. 
otherwise the undeveloped territory 
would have been much larger. 

But northeast Georgia’s day is com- 
ing. It cannot be much longer delayed. 
The country is too rich and the people 
are too energetic to be left behind much 
longer. 
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THE NEW PRIMARY PLAN, 
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Columbus Inquirer-Sun: There will be 
very little objection, we think, to the ac- 
tion of the gtate convention with regard 
to the election of delegates in every coun- 
ty on the same day. The experience of 
the recent campaign gave rise to general 
criticism.

A Card from Colonel Cockerill. 

Editor Constitution—Recent references to 
myself in The Atlanta Journal and The 
Charleston News and Courier would seem 
to create the impression that I have in 
some way violated the rules of hospitality 
in the south by accepting courtesies and 
then publicly maligning and abusing south- 
ern people. I observe that however much 
I may be accused of being a maligner of 
the south no particular effort is made to 
either print what I say or disprove my 
public utterances. 

Through your kindness I wish to say that 
I visited the city of Atlanta last spring 
as the president of the International League 
of Press Clubs. With a very few excep- 
tions, I assume that whatever courtesies 
were extended to me in the city of Atlanta 
‘were official and complimentary to the or- 
ganization which I represented. I met 
many pleasant and kindly people there, 
whose courtesies I appreciated very much. 
I said nothing during my visit anywhere 
in the south that I would not say again 
and that’ I do not say here when occa- 
sion calls for any opinion on my part. 
There are no better people in the world to 
visit socially than the people of the south. 
I am opposed to the majority of them in 
politics, but I do not despair of seeing them 
converted. I have said from the beginning 
of the retroactive policy of the democratic 
party that another sectional fight was be- 
ing forced upon the country, and that so 
long as the south proposed to be a solid 
Section I proposed to be with my section, 
which is the north. I am opposed to the 
theory that protection in unconstitutional. 
I believe that the policy of protection will 
bring prosperiy to the south as well as to 
the north. At all events, I am satisfied in 
my own mind that free trade can never 
make this a prosperous country, for Wwe 
have passed the point where we can be 
made through agriculture. I am in favor 
of liberal pensions to the union veterans 
of the civil war, therefore I am hostile to 
the domgant element of the south, but 
for southern people personally I have the 
kindest of feeling and can even make allow- 
ances for the ill-tempered and badly bal- 
anced editors who have personally abused 
and maligned me. 

The assumption that because I visited At- 
lanta and: the south and was the recipient 
of courtesies I should, therefore, cease my 
hostility to southern politics is placing, 
certainly, a very low estimate upon my 
character. I have never known a time yet 
when I could be influenced by a dinner to 
sacrifice my principles. The greatest harm 
that I have ever done the south has been 
to reproduce in my newspaper the utter- 
ances of fool southern editors—utterances 
typical of ill will for the union and hatred 
of everybody who does not subscribe to 
what I am pleased to designate as Calhoun- 
ism. I am anxious to see the material pros- 
perity of the south developed upon intelli- 
gent lines, because nothing would please me 
better than to see every nook and corner 
of this great republic radiant with prosper- 
ity. If the newspapers in the south which 
charge me with being habitually given to 
the abuse and vilification of that section 
will print what I have to say—provided 
they believe it important enough—they will 
greatly oblige me. That will settle the 
question as to whether I am printing truth 
or falsehood. I may suffer from misin- 
formation, even after the manner of some 
of my brethren in the south, but my purpose 
is to tell the truth and stand by it, always.

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| Atlanta’s Uniform Rank K. P. Is Go» 
ing to Washington 


ENTHUSIASTIC MEETING LAST NIGHT 


Nearly Five Hundred Enights Will Go 
from Georgia on August 26th—To 
Leave ona Special Train. 


When the uniformed rank, Knights of 
Pythias, from all the country over meet 
in Washington during the latter part of 
this month, Georgia will be represented 
by a full regiment of nearly five hundred 
knights, and Atlanta will be there with a 
great representation, as a matter of course. 

This last was what the uniformed rank 
of this city decided on last night at a 
meeting called for the purpose of consid- 
ering what action should be taken and 
whether or not the trip should be carried 
out as proposed sometime ago, as there 
seemed to be a scarcity of funds.

There were forty or more members pres- 
ent at the meeting last night and there 
was a singular unanimity. The meeting 
was presided over by Captain Tip Harri- 
son, who will be in command of the knights 
when they go to Washington: A scheme 
has been devised by which the necessary 
money can be raised to defray the ex- 
penses, and the committee composed of 
Messrs. Vittur, Rauschenberg, Macks, Hol- 
comb and Fisher, was appointed to see 
the various business men of the city. 

There will be somewhat of a conclave of 
the Knights of Pythias of the uniformed 
rank, in Atlanta on the 26th of August. 
It is on this day that the special Knights 
of Pythias train will pull out over the 
Southern railway for Washington.

At Charlotte this portion of the Georgia 
fegiment will meet the companies from 
Savannah, Augusta and Brunswick.

Among the traders the good news from 
Texas completely overshadowed the bad 
news from the south Atlantic states and the 
market opened one or two points lower than 
wt closed Saturday and declined several 
points further. October opened at 6.76, de- 
clined to 6.71 and closed at 6.73 bid with the 
tone steady. It is very hard indeed at the 


moment to forecast the immediate future 


of the market. There is little doubt that 
the crop in the Carolinas and Georgia has 
received a very serious set back. But the 
bears laugh at the damage reports and say 
that granting that the crop in those states 
has been cut down to the extent of 300,000 
bales, Texas will make up the deficiency 
three times over.

In the 
northern belt.-the- wheat is said to be of 
first-class quality and good in quantity. 
In southern Dakota conditions are not good. 
The crop in that section is a short one. 
Advices indicate that farmers are feeding 
wheat to stock very freely, owing to its 
cheapness and the advance in the price of 
corn, Foreign crop advices continue fa- 
vorable and cables have been disappoint- 
ing to the bulls. Clearances have been of 
fair volume, but the export demand is nil: 
Shipments of wheat and flour from other 
countries than the United States increased 
about two million bushels. It was reported 
at the. close that Argentine exported in 
July 6,000,000 bushels. Russia has large re- 
serves and.promises. to ship freely. The 
government crop report for July, to be is- 
sued Friday, is awaited with increasing in- 
terest on account of the damage to the 
corn crop. It seems that the government 
estimates of this crop have not been char- 
acterized by such gross inaccuracies as its 
estimates of the wheat yield.

Weekly Iron and Steel Review. 


Foreign and Domestic News Co., N. Y. 

In the iron and steel trade the steady 
improvement that has been noticeable for 
a month continues. There is a distinct 
growth in the volume of business, an in- 
creasing conviction that prices will go no 
lower and a greater disposftion on the part 
of manufacturers to refrain from making 
engagements at current quotations. The 
change is merely sentimental, for there has 
been no rust on the part of. consumers to 
lay in supplies, nor has, there been any 
movement toward higher prices. 

The feeling is perhaps more pronounced 
in the pig iron department than in any 
other. Consumers admit that they cannot 
hope to buy cheaper and are disposed to 
break away from their two years’ policy 
of buying from hand to mouth. There are 
therefore, more inquiries in the market. 

In finished material the influx of orders 
is sufficient to keep the mills in operation 
busy, and some have secured a respectable 
order list. 

‘A few bar mills have resumed work. The 
run of orders is quite yeneral, but some 
good business in bridge plates is being 
placed, and some good sized orders for pipe 
are reported. Prices have held steady, al- 
though wesiern mills are said to be cutting 
quotations on orders of any size. _ 

Steel billets are firm at $19.50 and $20, but 
consumers compiain of delay in getting de- 
liveries on old orders. and hence are not dis- 
posed to place new business now. Steel 
rails are quiet, but some activity in street 
girder rails is reported.

of submitting the same, and for other 
pesponee, 
ection I. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of Georgia, and it is hereby 
enacted by authority of the same, That 
from and after Januarry 1, 1895, article 3, 
Section 4, paragraph 3 of the constitution 
of 1877 be altered and amended by striking 
out the word “October’’ in the third line, 
after the word “‘in’’ and before the figures 
**1878,"" and substituting therefor the word 
“July,’”’ so that said paragraph, when 
first meeting of the general assembly after 
amended, shall read as follows, viz: ‘‘The 
the ratification of this constitution shall be 
on the fourth Wednesday in July, 1878, and 
annually thereafter on the same day, until 
the day shall be changed by law.”’ 

Sec. II. Be it further enacted, That if 
this amendment be agreed to by two-thirds 
of the members elected to each of the 
two houses, the tame shall be entered on 
their journals, with the yeas and nays 
taken thereon, and the governor shall 
cause said amendment to be published in 
one or more newspapers in each cungres- 
sional district for two months previous to 
the next general election, and the same 
shall be submitted to the people at the 
next general election, and the legal voters 
at said election shall have written or print- 
ed on their tickets, ‘‘For Ratification,’’ or 
“Against Ratification,’’ as they may choose 
to vote; and if a majority of the qualified 
electors shall vote in favor of ratification, 
sfid amendment shall become a part of 
said article 3, section 4, paragraph 3 of the 
constitution of this state, and the governor 
shall make proclamation thereof. 

Sec. III. Be itt further enacted, That all 
laws in conflict with this act be, and the 
same are, hereby repealed. 

Approved December 21, 1893. 


Now, therefore, I, William J. Northen, 
governor of said state, do issue this my 
proclamation declaring the three (3) fore- 
going proposed amendments to the consti- 
tution are hereby submitted for ratification 
or rejection to the legal voters of the state

the said increase when made to be done in 
accordance with the by-laws of the cor- 
poration.

CARROLLTON TOMORROW 


The Full Frogramme of the Convention 
President Waddell Talks of the — 
Work o! the Association. 


The Georgia Agricultural Society will hold 
its annual convention at Carrollton tomor- 
row. 

Tife society will be in session two days 
and a splendid programme has been ar- 
ranged by President J. O. Waddell. 

There is every indication that it will be 
the largest convention held in years. There 


are over 20,000 members of «the society in 


Georgia represented in county clubs 
throughout the state, and every county is 
expected to send its full quota of dele- 


gates. 

All of the leading railroads have granted 
free passes this year instead of giving re- 
duced rates as usual, and this generosity 
will cause a large increase in the attend- 
ance. In addition, this year’s crops every- 
where are in a flourishing condition and it 
is but natural that the enthusiasm of the 
farmers should find vent in a genuine old 
fashioned love feast. 

President Waddell was busy yesterday 
making final arrangements for the conven- 
tion, 

Speaking of the occasion, he said: 

“It will be one of the most representa- 
tive meetings the society has had since the 
war. Nearly all of our distinguished mem- 
bers will be present, including a large 
number who have a life membership. As 
you know, the society is forty-vight years 
old, and has over 20,000 members. It rep- 
resents the very cream of Georgia agri- 
cultural element, and on its rolls are hun- 
dreds of names which have made history 
for the state, both in legislative halls and 
in private life. Im the list of attendance 
at the approaching convention there will 
be a large array of successful tarmers, 
and there will be many interesting discus- 
siuns on live topics pertaining to agricul- 
ture.”
